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i, According te source, Wunarmnad ‘Ahd-al.‘Asiz, Director General of Passports 
and flationality, became suspicious of the number of certificates boing 
progented to his office authorizing the granting of peasporte and exit 
wises to dows. These certificates were signed by the foraer Minister of 
Interior, Salih Jabr, and requested that ‘i bd~al-’Aviz’s office issue & 
passport to the bearer without the latter having to deposit three thousand 
Iraqi dinars as security to insure his return to Iraq. 


2. The investigation wiich ‘Abd-al-‘Agiz thea ordeved revealed that the 
oughorizations were forgeries, and that there were no carbon copivs on file 
ix, the Ministry of Interior, A check of the Jews to whom these passports 
sore issued was being made as of 11 Septembor 1950, 


Se On Ll September 1950 the CID raided some houses in the Abakhane quarter of 
Seghdad, arrested five Jews, and found printed forme and stationery from the 
Hinistry of Interior. Under the direction of Salin Uahmud those men had 
filled out forms authorizing the issuance of passports to Jews and had 
forged the name of the Minister of Interior to the certificates. Passports 
for Jews could be obtained in this mamer for tio or threo hundred dinars, 
source asserts. , 


4. According to source, the above-mentioned forgeries were done with the 
lmowledse and connivance cf Salih Jabr,** who was sharing in the proceeds 
from the sale of the cortifientes. Yahya Qasim, editor of o)~Sha‘b, 


and ’Abd-al-Mahdi Bachari, deputy from Basra, wore involved in the plot 
to force Salin Jabr's signature to the authorizations.
